Development of a new tar- 
concrete surface, plus a large 
contract with a new aluminum 
plant, were announced Wednes- 
day at the Reilly Tar & Chem- 
ical Corp. plant here in what 
is viewed as a large boost to 
the local economy. 

Kenneth ‘‘Pat” Morrison, 
plant. manager, and Edward 
Evans, district sales represen- 
tative, reported that a tar con- 
crete overlay has been ap- 
proved following tests by the 
Tactical Air Command and the 
U. S. Air Force. 

Morrison added that the local 
plant will supply pitch for use 
as electrodes at the Noranda 
Aluminum Co. at New Madrid, 
Mo., which now is under con- 
struction. 

Approval by the Air Force 
came after a test strip was 
found to be tisfactory | at 
Forbes Air Force Base at To- 
peka, Kans.

Applied to Aprons 

The overlay was applied to 
deteriorated concrete on refuel- 
ing and parking aprons at: the 
air base, It eliminated cracks 
and will not be affected by 
spillage of jet fuels, gasoline 
and oil from aircrafts.

Staicoff's report, however, 
showed payment in January 
only of the Jan. 1 to 15 payroll 
vouchers of $24,508, leaving un- 
paid the remaining $22,509 in 
payroll funds and $24,173_ in 
claims against the $2926 Feb. 
1 balance. 

Trustee William “Mike” Eb- 
ersoldt of Venice, Madison 
county member of the board, 
referred to the board for fur- 
ther study an Illinois statute 
that he said will permit the 
levee district to set up an ad- 
ditional tax levy fund known 
as a public benefit fund which 
would provide additional tax 
monies necessary to maintain 
projects turned over to the 
district by the U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers and other 
agencies. 

The statute, which is a pro 
vision of the General Revenue 
Law, permits an additional tax 
levy up to five cents per $100 
assessed valuation. Ebersoldt 
explained that in the past the 
Corps of Engineers has re- 
quired the levee district to as- 
sume responsibility for pump- 
ing stations and certain levee 
requirements for which the dis- 
trict has no available funds 
under its regular tax levy, 
limited at 20 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation in the general 
fund. He said he believes the 
law would provide the district 
with the needed funds.

nation this spring of part of 
the personal property assess-

Bridick pointed out that these 
procedures require the filing of 
forms and application blanks 
by all taxpayers who wish to 
take advantage of the assess- 
ment reductions, and that con- 
siderable work by his office is 
entailed. 

Bridick's office now is re- 
ceiving forms necessary for the 
$1500 reduction in the real 
estate assessments of elderly 
persons. More than 350 such 
forms already have been filed, 
he said, and many more are 
anticipated before the March 
21 deadline which his office will 
follow. 

Thé $1500 real estate reduc- 
tion 1s limited to persons who 
became or already were 65 
years of age on Jan. 1 this year 
who own the property and who 

re occupants of the property. 
The owners in such cases must 
provide a photostat or certified 
copy of the deed to the proper: 
ly as proof of ownership. 

will Pick Up Forms 

Bridick said that his office is 
providing the necessary appli- 
cation blanks, and will mail 
them to applicants upon re- 
quest. In cases where it is diffi- 
cult for persons to come to his 
office, the blanks, deed copies 
and other information will be 
picked up, the assessor  €x- 
plained, Bridick said his office 
is not. yet providing notary 
service, but hopes to do so

After the applications are 
completed and turned in to his 
office, Bridick said the forms 
will be fordwarded to the Madi- 
son County Board of Review 
which, in turn, certifies them 
to the Illinois State Department 
of Revenue which has the final 
word in granting the $1500 re- 
duction.

They were released from the 
county jail at Edwardsville on 
notice to appear. 

Salmond said eight to 12 per 
sons who were not registered 
members were at the meeting 
and attempted to prevent the 
elections following opening pray- 
ers led by Clinton Thornton, 
vice-president. He said 60 to 75 
members were on hand. 

Another source said the out- 
siders were denied a vote, caus- 
ing the disturbance. The elec- 
tion was postponed until the 
next day when all officers were 
retained in office. 

Salmond described the  pro- 
testors as being the militant 
type. and said that during the 
process of evacuation, one of 
them struck him in the face. 

Deputy Suspended 

Meanwhile, Salmond was 
suspended from his job for one 
week by Sheriff George Musso. 
Mrs. Salmond had called the 
sheriff's department Saturday 
that her husband would be un- 
able to report for work as his 
truck had broken down in St. 
Louis. 

The sheriff claimed that the 
suspension action was taken as 
Salmond did not report for duty 
upon his return to Eagle Park 
Acres iddenly he appeared 
at the county jail Saturday 
night.” 

On Tuesday morning 36 mem- 
bers of the group, including 
Salmond, visited Sheriff Musso 
in Edwardsville to air their 
complaints on the conduct of the 
five persons arrested and of 
conditions in the community 
The sheriff said they only com- 
plained about the suspension. 

They objected to the suspen- 
sion which Salmon said was 
unreasonable. “‘How can a sher 
iff suspend a deputy when his 
truck is broken down,” he 
asked 

Salmond commented that “I 
think it’s a shame that a com- 
munity is not allowed to prog- 
ress because of these militant 
type groups. I fear they not only 
hinder us from meeting, but 
they may hinder us from ever 
getting the opportunity to prog- 
ress. I hope the people that 
were at the meeting will realize 
this. 

“I hope the people at the 
meeting did get the opportunity 
to witness some of the degen- 
erated types that we have in our 
community. I further hope that 
they will take steps in the di- 
rection of uniting themselves 
so that we, as a community, 
will put an end to such people 
and such acts as performed at 
the meeting Saturday night.” 

Salmond said that if local 
authorities cannot resolve the 
problems in the community, the 
same group that visited the 
sheriff will go to the governor 
for action. 

He ‘said the sheriff has been 
cooperating with efforts to im- 
prove the community for the 
past number of years. 

Elected unanimously at the

with a box trap. Someone now 

says my kids can’t do it? 

A. This is correct. The game 
code does not specifically say 
you cannot trap ribbits but it 
does say that cottontail rabbits 
may only be taken with a gun 
or gun and dog. This therefore 
makes the taking of rabbit by 
any means illegal except that 
way Snares, deadfalls and 
figure four traps would also be 
illegal 

Can I carry a pistol while | 
hunt and on the way hunting? 

A. Yes, while . walking it 
should be openly displayed out 
side your coat and may be car- 
ried loaded and used for shoot- 
ing a rabbit, coon, groundhegs 
and squirrels. The only place 
you could not carry it was dur 
ing deer season while hunting 
deer and while training dogs 
out of season. A pistol capable 
of only shooting blonks should 
be used for dog training 

Q. How carry

A. If it is a rifle or shotg 
it must be unloaded and 
closed in a case. Simply broken 
down will not suffice. If it is a 
pistol or revolver it must also 
be unloaded and enclosed in a 
case or tight holster according 
to conservation law.

Jurisdictional 
Dispute Delays 
Tunnel Repairs 


The East Side Levee and 
Sanitary district's troubled ef- 
forts to fill four old water tun- 
nels that netrate the main 
levee along the East St. Louis 
waterfront and present a flood- 
ing danger in event of.a high 
river stage has struck a new 
snag in a labor jurisdictional 
fight involving the repair 
work, it was revealed in a 
regular meeting of the levee 
board yesterday. 

The jurisdictional problem 
arose between laborers and 
carpenters over erection of 
bulkheads within the concrete 
tunnels in preparation for fill- 
ing the tunnels with concrete, 
Lawrence Tolar, East St. 
Louis trustee, told levee board 
members. Laborers had done 
the cleaning work in two of the 
lower tunnels and building of 
the bulkheads brought opposi- 
tion from the carpenters union. 
Tolar said the dispute has 
progressed beyond local issues 
and the matter has gone to in- 
ternational officials of the two 
unions. 

The dispute arose in a fight 
against time since the tunnels 
can be repaired only when the 
stage of the Mississippi is be- 
low eight feet. Workers were 
driven out of the tunnels by a 
rising river about two weeks 
ago, but the river stage fell 
again. It is now about four 
feet, but on the rise, levee dis- 
trict foremen told the board. 

The levee district is under a 
mandate from the U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers to repair 
the tunnels which were built 
in 1912 by the East St. Louis & 
Interurban Water Co., but since 
have cracked and become de- 
teriorated to the point that 
Army Engineers believe they 
present a definite danger if 
the river should rise to flood 
stage. 

Cost of the work has been 
estimated at about $120,000. 
The water company originally 
agreed to share cost up to a 
maximum of $50,000, but re- 
cently protested that it had not 
been allowed to see the plans 
as had been agreed in the fi- 
nancing contract.

Illinois Coal Use 
Order is Invalid 


Attorney General William J. 
Scott today ruled unconstitu- 
tional the Lilinois law of 1967 de- 
signed to force state and mu- 
nicipal institutions to purchase 
only coal mined in Illinois. 

The statute requires state 
and municipal institutions to 
purchase Illinois coal if the cost 
‘is not more than 10% greater 
than the cost of coal mined in 
any other state or states, in- 
cluding the cost of transporta- 


. tion.” 


Scott said he hoped the effect 
of his ruling will be to make 
available better coal with low 
sulfur content, since it will 
force Illinois coal producers 
into a competitive market 

“By ruling this statute uncon- 
stitutionl, it will help the vari- 
ous local governments in their 
battle for clean air without any 
harm to the state's economy,” 
he declared.

Youth, 16, Researches, 
Speaks on Drug Abuse 


(Editor’s Note: The follow- 
ing was prepared by Raymond 
Michael Hogan, 16, a junior at 
Granite City high school, in 
connection with a 54-minute 
speech he presented at the 
school.) 

By RAYMOND M. HOGAN 

Many thousands of Americans 
are addicted or habituated to 
narcotics. In New York City 
alone, ‘there are an estimated 
25,000 drug addicts. It has been 
calculated that New York 
City’s addicts must raise from 
$500,000 to $700,000 a day to 
support their habits. 

To do so many turn to such 
crimes as robbery, shoplifting, 
burglary, forgery and prosti- 
tution. The reasons why most 
people take drugs are to 
escape, because of curiosity or 
rebellion. 

The least addictive drug is 
marijuana, a hallucinogen ‘not 


used for. any medical purpose. 
It is not physically addictive 
but it is psychologically addic- 
tive. Marijuana tends to induce 
people to take stronger nar- 
cotics, and does not injure or- 
gans 

Marijuana is either smoked 
or eaten and gives effects of 
drowsiness, dilated pupils, talk- 
ativeness, laughter and hall 
cinations. It has such names 
as pot, grass, tea, Mary Jane, 
reefers and joints. 

Probably the best known ad- 
dictive drug of today is LSD 
(lythergic acid dethelamed). 
Aiso a hallucinogen, it is used 
medically only in research. An 
outstanding characteristic of 
LSD is an unpredictable effect. 

The person about to take 
LSD never knows for sure if 
he is about to have an unusal 
mystical experience or fall into 
a pit of anxiety, panic and 
despair. 

Some studies have shown that 
chromosomal damage can re-

sult from continuous use. The 
effects of LSD are drowsiness, 
excitation, hallucination and 
rambling speech. It is either 
eaten or injected. Slang names 
are acid, sugar, Big D and 
trips. 

The drug amphetamine is 
classified as a stimulant and 
is medically used for mild de- . 
pression, anti-appetite and nar- 
colepsy. 

Amphetamines are taken by 
injection or orally . In_ self- 
medication with amphetamines, 
the abuser is not capable of 
accurately evaluating their in- 
fluence. on his performance and 
is prone to over use. 

This can lead to death along 
with other effects as excitation, 
dilated pupils, tremors, talka- 
tiveness and hallucinations. The 
drug is addictive both physi- 
cally and psychologically. The 
slang names are speed, ben- 
nies, pep pills, co-pilots, hearts 
and dixie. 

Barbiturates are classified as 
depressant and are medically 
used as a sedative for epilep- 
sy and high blood pressure. 
They are taken either orally or 
by injetcion. 

The dangers involved with 
unsupervised self - medication 
are not as great as the dangers 
of amphetamines. 

People who take these drugs 
usually have something wrong 
at their home and feel that 
they must escape from their 
problems. But the majority 
take them out of curiosity.

Air clean-up programs pro- 
posed by two Quad-City indus- 
tries were among five such in- 
dustrial plans approved by the 
Illinois State Air Pollution Con- 
trol Board in its recent annual 
meeting at Chicago. 

At the same time the board 
proposed new air quality stand- 
ards involving 14 separate pol- 
utants which would be effective 
statewide and would function as 
guidelines specifying the maxi- 
mum amount of each pollutant 
allowable in the atmosphere. 

Plans of Quad-City industries 
to reduce pollutant emissions 
ipproved by the board included 
proposal by National Lead Co. 
of Granite City to install new 
dust collector bags and other 
equipment on a lead smelter by 
March this year, and a plan by 
Union Division, of Miles Labora 
tories to install improved dust 
collection equipment on a grain 
iryer at its elevator at Pontoon 
Beach bv Aug. 1, 1972 

Given Extra Time 

A board spokesman said the 
irm was given this much time 
because a new, improved dust 
control process is expected to 
be developed soon and the extra 
time would allow this process 
to be applied by the company.

CHAIN REFERRAL SALES: 
All chain referral sales now are 
iNegal.

A chain referral sale is one 
in which the buyer is promised 
a discount, rebate, commission 
or credit if the seller makes 
additional sales to — persons 
whose names are given to him 
by the buyer. 

INSURANCE: The reasons 
for which an insurer may can- 
cel a fire policy, once it has 
been in effect for one year, now 
are limited to: non-payment of 
premium, misrepresentation by 
the insured on his application 
for insurance, or an act by the 
insured or his agent which in- 
creases the risk to the insur- 
ance company beyond the 
originally accepted risk, 

TAX RELIEF: Limited ex- 
emptions from real estate 
taxes are granted to persons 
age 65 or older and to disabled 
veterans. 

The new law allows a home- 
stead exemption of up to $1500 
in the assessed valuation of 
property owned by persons of 
age 65 or older or their 
spouses. 

An exemption of $15,000 i 
provided in the assessed valua- 
tion of a home owned and oc- 
cupied by a disabled veteran, 
his wife, or unmarried widow. 

Certain legal steps must be 
taken to qualify for exemptions. 

PARENTAL RESPONSIBIL- 
ITY: Parents now are liable 
for injury to persons or to 
property by the wrongful act 
of their minor children up to 
$500 (limited to actual medical, 
dental or hospital expenses in 
cases of personal injury). 

Previously, parents were not 
generally liable for a minor 
child’s wrongful act.

Case Against City Taxation Without Assembly Having Power to Review

Proposals that the Illinois 
Constitutional Convention give 
fixed constitutional status to 
“home rule’? and taxing powers 
to municipalities would actually 
be a step backward for the 
state 

What proponents of the old- 
fashioned home rule concept ig- 
nore is that cities are no longer 
isolated urban entities in the 
middle of a prairie. 

They are interwoven into a 
vast megalopolis. Problems 
such as transport, water supply 
and disposal of wastes must be 
handled on a metropolitan or 
interstate scale. 

There is na essential differ- 
ence between the south side of 
Howard street which is Chica- 
go’s northern boundary and the 
north side of Howard street 
which is Evanston’s southe 
boundary. Yet, constitutional 
home rule would set up an arti 
ficial wall between them 

Constitutional home rule 
as to taxation would create 


a new tyranny of taxation 
without representation. 

In the interdependent 
community of today’s mo- 
bile population, persons who 
must funnel their efforts 
and their wares through the 
populous urban centers 
could be charged tribute 
without their consent, as the 
medieval German barons 
who erected castles on the 
bluffs over the Rhine levied 
upon ships that sought to 
pass through.

Important Questions — Important Answers 


A statement I made recently about the practical necessity 
of providing state assistance to non-public schools has not 
been warmly received in some circles, and here are a few 
questions which have been posed: 


“Aren't you exaggerating 


in suggesting that as many as 


70,000 non-public school students may be transferring to 


public schools next year?” 


Not at all. In the 1967-68 school year there was a drop of 
30,142 in student enrollment in non-public schools from the 
previous year. This year the drop is 50,530 over last year, 
and the trend will continue to accelerate if something does 
not happen to change the pattern. 

‘The figures are even more dramatic when compared to 
the increase in public school enrollment. 


This year in the state’s public schools there is an increased 


enrollment o 


189. Of that amount, only 7,659 is due to 


normal population growth. The balance comes from students 
who ordinarily would have gone to parochial schools, 

Put another way, that portion of your tax increase which 
was caused by additional public school enrollment was 
divided this way: 13% caused by normal population growth, 
87% caused by transfers from non-public schools, 

‘That means that the economic realities dictate that we 
consider some means of encouraging private schools to stay 


open. 


“But aren’t some non-public schools failing to meet mini- 


mum educational standards? 


Why should we help them?” 


“First, it is true that some are not meeting minimum state 
standards, though they are the exception to the general rule. 
In the Chicago diocese of the Roman Catholic church, for 
example, all teachers have at least a bachelors degree. But 


in some schools in another 


diocese in the state it is not 


uncommon to take girls fresh out of high school and make 


them teachers. 
I do not favor giving aid 


to any school which does not 


meet minimum standards, State aid is one practical way of 
encouraging the meeting of standards. 

“Doesn't this violate the absolute separation of church 
‘and state which is part of our constitution?” 

"There never has been an “absolute” separation of church 
and state, If the local Methodist church is on fire, you call 
out the fire department. No one says, “separation of church 
and state, We can't call out the fire department.” 


The constitution provides that we do not have an estab= 


lished’ state church, a new

Is it correct that naturalized 
U. S. citizens would not have 
the protection of their Embas- 
sy or Consulate in countries of 
their birth or former citizen- 
ship? 

This refers especially to 
traveling in countries behind 
the Iron Curtain. 

P. W. 
Dear P. W.: 

‘As a general rule, American 
citizens call on their Embas- 
sies for protection in any coun- 
try where there is United 
States diplomatic representa- 
tion. 

The degree of assistance, the 
Embassy can provide is lim- 
ited, of course, by the laws of 
the country where the citizen is 
traveling. 

A special problem occurs 
in the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe when the 
traveler is deemed to -be @ 
citizen of a country by op- 
eration of local law. 

When this occurs, the lo- 
cal authorities may deny 


the American Embassy 

right of access to the U. S. 
citizen, or may deny that 
citizen the right to leave 
the country without obtain- 
ing appropriate national 
travel documents. 

Since specific circumstances 
differ in each Communist coun- 
try, we would suggest, if your 
question refers to a trip you 
may undertake, that you write 
again. 

Give more details regarding 
the country of your former 
citizenship, the nature of the 
proposed travel, and any spe- 
cial factors that you feel might 
give rise to difficulties. 

We cam then refer your letter 
to the appropriate office for a 
more specific reply.
